Mass Shots in 
Disease Fight 

MONTOOMERy, Ala., JunO 3Q (TO 
—Several thousand youngsters — 
some quietly apprehensive, others 
excitedly chattering- lined up to- 
day to receive injections of gamma 
globulin in the first oommunity- 
wlde attempt to holt a possible polio 
epidemic. 

Teams of doctors and nurses be- 
gan Inoculating all children under 
10 years of age as anxious parents 
brought their youngsters to le 
vaccination stations throughout 
Montgomery county. 

Tho huge "operation needle" got 
underway as SI cases of polio were 
recorded In the oounty-*three of 
them fatal. 

As each youngster stepped up, 
his name was recorded-by a volun- 
teer worker who also swabbed his 
hip with alcohot Then a doctor 
quickly Injected a. three-quarter- 
inch needle, shot In the gamma 
globulin, And signaled for the next 
child. 

Wh^n the four-day assembly line 
operation Is completed, some 30,000 
children will have been Inoculated. 

A team of 135 doctors and 60 
nurses administered the shots, work- 
ing In rotating shifts of ahout lour 
hours.

U.S. AIR LINES HANDICAPPED 
Moat Americana realize that the U. S. 
'International air lines, like the domestic 
lines, draw a partial subsidy from the Bovem- 
ment. Thia 15 how they were helped through 

■ the Ilrat struggling ■fliiya,' and arc sUU being 
aided today In lesser degree. 

■ The system la complex, and lately itThas 
shown a tendency to bog down, with seriously 
hampering eflccts for the air lines and for 
America's competitive position on world air 
routes.' „ . „ 

■ The lines receive what is called mall sup- 
port. Thla payment is partly subsidy and- 

■ partly legitimate reimbursement to the 

■ carriers for the mall they carry. Not only must 
" they be paid for bearing the mail load, but for 

maintaining routes and schedules for alr- 
mail purposes even when traffic docs not 
warrant. , ^ , 

The civU aeronautics board has the job of 
calculating mall pay rates, which are sup- 
posed to be set at a level sufficient to pay 
for aU maU services and include a reasonable 
subsidy oa well. 

- But evidently thia calculation Is becoming 

. more and more difficult to make. The' CAB 
, is no longer able to tell the international 

■ companies just how much mall support they 

■ can count on In any given year. 80 a system 
of temporary payments on account' has 
grown up, involving millions of dollars an- 
nually. 

This might not be so bad If the government 
.proceeded to settle lip with dispatch at 
year's ^nd. But It does not. The CAB appears 
unable to make up its mind In some cases, 
. where these mall support accounts arc atlll 

■ unsettled alter, seven jears. 

The government has prorhlaed to clean up 
thia situation In 1863, and there would cer- 
tainly seem Uttle excuse for not doing so. 
American lines like Pan American and TWA 
are moving Into a period of new competition 
from the Jet transports of British and other 
foreign-flag lines. They must bo able to keep 



To do that they need financing. But private 
Investors show slight taste for the stocks of 
companies which cannot tell them what their 
real earnings are. And so long a^ their mall 
pay rates are not fixed, the lines cannot 
speak with final authority on earnings. If 
this situation Is permitted to drag on much 
longer, international travelers will be riding 
In foreign-operated Jets and America's car- 
riers will ba hauling up the rear. 
■ . Thla would' seem a poor reward for com- 
panies that have made great strides toward 
. self-support — mall pay now accounts for 20 
,per crat of air line revenues/ as against 56 
per cent In 1938, And It would aeem also to be 
very shortsighted national policy, since the 
strategic' military and commercial value ol 
successful V. B. flag lines operating over ten 
International network of routes Is clear to 
everyone. V

Because 
of . hla long asaoctatlon with the mlUtarv. there hod 
been fears that he might be Indifferent to the club- 
house crowd and ihjporgnnlintlon. His career was fre- 
quently contrasted with Roaievelt-Truman devotion 
to the machine and' the machlnlsta. 

Only recently, "Ike" sent vice President ' Nixon to 
honor a fund-ralslns dinner, of New Jersey Republi- 
cans. The vice. 'president expressed Elsvihower's deep 
Interest In a ^Icpubllcan Ltrlumph In next November's 
gubernatorial' contest. .

'Tiemocratlc Digest." First Issue Is schedmed 
to hit the newsstands July 10. 

At first glance, ttie law seems to put a 
restraint on political publications, but the 
violation Is put on the buyer, not the seller. 
"What the law says Is that whoever purchases 
any article of any kind from a political com- 
mittee shall be guilty. The penalty on con- 
viction Is Jail and/or a minimum ?5,000 fine. 
The Intent of congress in passing this law* 
was to stop the sale of such things as $1 pro- 
grams, autographed by the President or some 
other political big shot, for prices of $5 or 
$50, Just to raise political campaign funds. 
Also, there was a desire to stop the sale of 

- advertising in political publications, as a 
cover for political shakedown contributions. 
Counsel for the Democratic national com- 

. mittee has gone into the legislative history 
of the Hatch act In preparing an opinion 
Justifying publication of the new magazine. 
The opinion given Is that prohibition of pub- 
lication of a magazine for legitimate sale by 
a political organlzatloh would be in conflict 
with constitutional guarantees of freedom of 
press and speech. 

Parallel coses have come up a number of 
times In connection with the publication of 
IiolltlcalcTJapcrs by labor organizations. In 
every' cash the supreme court has found that 
there can be no inhibition of a free press. 

The women's division of the Democratic 
national committee has for years published 
and sold on a subscription b[isl<; a magazine 
called, "Democratic Digest." "There was never 
any protest. The name of this old magazine 

, was so good that the national committee 
lifted it when the decision was made to put 

■ out a more general publication for-aii voters 
— men and women alike: A 
/One curious twist. on this Democratic mag- 
azine case is that the Republican national 
committee this spring made plans to put out 
a similar publication. Republican lawyers' 
decided, however, that such publication 
would be a Hatch act violation^ So_thc_prpJ_ 
ect was dropped. Former Chairman Arthur 
Summerfield recommended, however, that 
the law be amended, to permit such publl 
cations in 'the future.

Present methods o[ granting BtozlnB pcrmSta on tho 
public domain have developed one of the top con- 
troversies in recent years. Before the altuatlon is under 
control It Is quite Ukely that a few changes Will be 
made, changes which should have been made- long 
ago. The most recent protest In this Immediate com- 
mt{nity grow out of -a meeting of the Third District 
Wildlife federation Sunday at Emmett when- It was 
voted to request the Idaho delegation to Introduce 
legislation which would accomplish the following 
chapgea; 

That all grazing permits on the public domain 
canceled aa of January l, iqm, or upon the date 
of their expiration. 

a. That all public lands be reclassified and that 
grazing permits be Issued on a sealed bid basis for 
not mora than 10 years. 

3. That before grantln» the permits, the public do- 
main aervlce ahould review and determine the rela- 
tive values of all public lands for water conservation, 
fish and gome habitat, tourist camping and recreation- 
al uses and. finally, for livestock tfming. When the' 
need for the xmbllo domain appearj^greater for other 
purposes, livestock grazing in any area In question 
would be halted until plons or arrangements had 
been completed to effect the safeguards of what are 
deemed by the wlldllfera aa the •most Important publlfr 
Interest features. 

Natimilly, the livestock men who hovo used tho 
public domain through Uic years, -and who have-pald 
the low rates which congress act aa a political favor,, 
are opooscd to the stand 'Of the opposing Interests. 
But they havo their baclJir-asalnst the wnll for a 
number of rcnsorw, some of, which ore certain to be 
modified. If not eliminated, . 

There Is no UTath equal to thot of the well-organbcd 
wildlife groups when they decide their territory is 
being Invaded. In this Instonce the claim la that big 
game la being crowded out of the picture by over- 
BmElng, with the additional charge that other tc- 
sources suffer therefrom. 

Balanced legislation to satlafy all concerned, if that 
la possible, la needed. The problem la a major one, 
and It must be solved.— Boise Stateamah. ^
